the applic, the greatest drawback ap- 
parently being the shortness of the

for the fruit co ripen. Between the 
years 889 and 186 forty varieties of 
standard plums were tested, and at 
the present day none of ‘chese survive. 
The matiezial to which we have now 
een reduced for experimental work is 
the wild plum of America, (Prunus 
Americana) and the . Manitoba wild 
plum (Prunus Nigra) A large number 
of seeiiings of the following named 
Warietics of Prunus Americana have 
heen tested ai the experimenial farm; 
@heny, Hungeriar, De Soto , Yosemite 
Purple and Aiken, These have gener- 
#liy proven quite hardy and many pf 
them have fruited, lagi season a very 
large crop of ripe fruit being +jharvest- 
ed. A wonderiu. variation was notice- 
etble, as many as eighty-four distinct 
types being nuttd and recorded, 
Among ‘these were some very, fine 
fruit well worthy; of propagaiion, but 
&t is open to ques:ion whether ihey are 
te be recommended for general culti- 
Wation, 2s like their parents, they; are 
foo iste im ripening, except’ in mpec- 
dally open seasons like 1901. ‘The most 
Promising of these are Aiken, Cheny, 
Weaver and Hungarian. It seems prob. 
abie that for permanent success we 
will have to confine ourselves to +m- 
@rovement by selection of our native 
@ium (Prunus Nigra), In its wild 
state this frnii shows ver;' great! yarm- 
tion, some of fair size and good flavor, 
withers — small and stringent. This 
Wariaticn argues great posstbilities by 
euriteh and continued selection and. at

Of the white varieites, White Grape 
and White Dutch are the only ¢wo 
which have yet fruited. Both are wery 
productive and quite hardy. In the 
black section, Climax, Black Cham- 
pion, Lee's P. and Stewart have 
proven to be the bardirs of ail vari- 
eties whi have been ‘thoroughly 
tested. All of these are tuxdierately 
productive, and can be recommended 
for general cultivation nm Manitoba. 


Missouri ‘tree Currants (Crandall’s 


Black.) 


I would call your atteniion specially 
to this variety. The bushes are quite 
tall, exceeding the heighi of tne ord- 
inary currant by abut three feeio. Li 
is th roughly hardy and invariably 
produces a good crop of ‘fruit avhich, 
however, ripens somewhat unevenly 
This is fully twice, and is often three, 


times the size of the average jblack |, 


currant, and makes a splendid pres- 
erve. There was a magniiicent samgle 
exhibited at your horiicultural show 
last August, which many of you will 
remember, and which drew forth 
many expressions of admiration. I 
would highly recormmend this for gen- 
eral cultivation through the province. 


Gooseberries. 


The goossberry has grown to be 
one of the most difficult ofjpmall fruits 
to grow, successfully at the experi- 
mental farm. Thirty-two varieties 


have een experimented _ with here} 


and nearly ali have succumbed, to the 
severity of our winter. Of the smal!- 
fruited varieties the following have 
given the best resulis; Native goose- 
berry (called by us Sand Hill). Smith's 
Improved and Houghton. The first 
mentioned was received from the 
Sand Hills, southeast of Brandon, and 
is a much better fruit, bath : in size 
and flavor, than the average native. 
Smith’s Improved is evidently an im- 
proved native form, being somewhat 
larger than the foregoing. Of the 
large varieties the following, though 
not perfectly hardy, have produced a 
small quantity of fruit for the past 
two or three seasons, Columbus, Red 
Jacket and Industry, and I am of 
the opinion that, where the conditigns 
are favorable, these large-fruited 
varieties would do fairly well,
